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INTRODUCTION 

Islam disposes the life of the world towards the path directing to the Hereafter. 
(This is in order) that all the steps and breaths (acts of breathing) of life are part of the 
unity of c ibadah (worship) towards Allah H. The separation of life and the affairs of the 
world from the totality of c ibadah and the search for value (worth) before Allah is the 
beginning of disaster within the lives of 'mankind'. 

Because of Allah's quality of mercy towards 'mankind', He consequently 
bestows all manner and means of livelihood to all of His creations without differentiating 
between those who are obedient and those who are dissenters. By means of the 
embodiment of His quality of mercy, He sent the Prophets and the Messengers who bore 
with them guidance and tangible proof, in order to maintain continuity and purity of 
purpose for a way of life away from that of fraud and deception. Then He bestowed 
guidance upon those of His chosen servants, and shut the door upon those servants who 
chose digression from the experience of His quality of mercy. Then He perfected His 
blessings and mercy by sending Khdtam An-NabTyTn - the Seal of the Prophets - 
Muhammad He $| was sent bearing Al Qur 3 an as well as providing clear examples of 
his deeds within (the implementation of) life. From there is obtained the entire picture, 
complete and perfect, as to how the Messenger of Allah ft established and maintained the 
Deen (Din) of Allah - Islam - from the point of departure until the peak of perfection, 
and it was followed by the Khulafa 3 ar-Rastudln al Mahdiyin - the Righteously Guided 
Caliphs. 

Allah has already patternized a number of principal stipulations for the life of 
'mankind'. Firstly, the life of 'mankind' is only for the worship of Him - Allah. The 
consequences of all worldly possessions, time, strength and thought must be based upon 
the way of 'ibadah towards Allah. Secondly, the existence of 'mankind' upon the earth is 
as caliph, to assume the duties of administration and prosperity of the earth by following 
the shari c ah of Allah; to prevent, fight against and combat all deeds and actions that 
destroy the earth as a result of carrying out and enacting laws for life outside of the pale 
of the sharTah of Allah. Thirdly, life on earth is for 'mankind' a test in order to sort out 
who amongst 'mankind' is the best in their good deeds. Now, those good deeds need to 
fulfill two requisites, that is, sincerity for the sake of Allah (alone) and in the manner that 
follows the Sunnah of the Messenger of Allah #|. Fourthly, that the Prophets were sent 
by Allah to uphold the Deen. Upholding the Deen means, according to the mufassirln 
(commentators, interpreters) the Deen of Tauhid, that is, the Deen of Islam in all of its 
aspects, which according to c Abdullah bin c Umar 4fe in his explanation of Surah Al 
Fatihah covers "aqidah, c ibadah and manhajul hayah (creed, worship and the way of 
life). 
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The adherence to the life of the world by means of the wholeness of c ibadah 
towards Allah, was practiced in its entirety by the Messenger of Allah M and the Khulafa 3 
ar-Rashldln al MahdTyTn, as well as by the other sahabat (companions), and followed by 
the subsequent generations, even though the quality of its practice experienced ups and 
downs until the collapse of the c UthmanTyah Khilafah - Uthmaniyah Caliphate - in 1924. 
Since then, the movement for the awakening of the Islamic community in order to re- 
establish the Khilafah IslamTyah - Islamic Caliphate - has appeared everywhere with 
differing righteous struggles. Because of that, the presence of a number of Jama c at minal 
MuslimTn - groups from the Muslims - is as the result of that clear objective reality. 

So from that, Al Jama c ah Al IslamTyah - which is one (such) jama c ah minal

What is meant by Al Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen (The 
Methodology of the Movement for the Establishment of the Deen) is the program 
elements based upon Usulul Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen, and compiled in an 
orderly manner upon systematic phases. What is meant by Al Manhaj Al c Amaliy 
(Methodological Management) is a set of regulations structured in order to construct 
orderliness and regulation within the jama c ah.

3. Al Manhaj Al c Amaliy will always be between necessity and possibility. 
Necessity carries the meaning of obligation towards Al Manhaj Al c Amaliy.

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POWER DEVELOPMENT OPERATION. 

Power development operations consist of a specific lengthy process that 
encompasses the development and management of power potential, until by means of the 
drawing out of that power potential it becomes an effectively operational power and is 
prepared for use within operations requiring power and combat operations. 

These operations include Diklat, personal development and Territorial 

development. 

These operations are carried out both before, during and after the 
establishment of the State.

This jama'ah is called "Al Jama c ah Al IslamTyah".

1. This jama'ah constitutes "Jama c atun Minal MuslimTn" (A jama c ah from and of the 
Muslims). 

2. This jama c ah is world-wide.

1. This jama c ah is based upon Al Qur 3 an and As-Sunnah in accordance with the 
understanding of As-Salafus-Salih (the Pious Predecessors). 

2. The objective of this jama c ah's struggle is to realize the establishment of Daulah 
IslamTyah (Islamic State) as the basis for the formation of the return of Khilafah c ala 
Minhajin-Nubuwah. 



Section 5 

In order to achieve the objective, the jama c ah's path is: da c wah, tarbiyah, c amr bi'l 
ma c ruf wa'n-nahT c an il munkar (enjoining what is righteous and forbidding what is evil), 
hijrah, and jihad fi sabllillah. 
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CHAPTER III 
TANZIM 
(ORGANIZATION) 

Section 6 

1 . The j ama c ah is lead by an Amir. 

2. Within the implementation of his duties, the Amir is assisted by Majalis Qiyadah 
(Command [leadership] councils), Majlis Shur 3 a (Consultative council), Majlis 
Fatwa (Legislative council) and Majlis Hisbah (Decision council). 

3. The Majalis Qiyadah consists of: Majlis Qiyadah MarkazTyah (Central Command 
Administration), Majlis Qiyadah MantiqTyah (Regional Command Administration), 
and Majlis Qiyadah Wakalah (Proxy Region Command Administration). 

CHAPTER IV 
IMARAH 
(OFFICE OF THE AMIR) 

Section 7 

The Amir is elected and placed in office by the Majlis Shur J a. 

Section 8 

1. The Amir accepts the mubaya c at (pledges of allegiance) of the members (of the 
jama 'ah). 

2. The Amir appoints and dismisses: members of the Majlis Shur 3 a (Consultative 
council), members of the Majlis Qiyadah MarkazTyah (Central Command 
Administration), members of the Majlis Fatwa (Legislative council) and members of 
the Majlis Hisbah (Decision council). 

3. The Amir implements mushawarat (consultative meetings/deliberations) of the 
Majalis to the level of Markaz. 
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4. The Amir receives infaq (spending, giving - can be understood as a maintenance 
tithe 20 ) from members of the jama c ah both that which is routine and that which is 
incidental. 

5. The Amir delivers sanctions and performs ta 3 drb (disciplinary puniushment) upon 
members of the jama' ah who have violated/transgressed the rules of the jama c ah. 

6. The Amir maintains relationships (connections) with other parties (groups) who are 
considered to be beneficial to the jama c ah. 

Section 9 

1. The Amir leads the management of the jama c ah. 

2. The Amir, within the leadership management of the jama c ah holds consultative 
meetings with the Majlis Shur 3 a and or the Majalis Qiyadah and or the Majlis Fatwa 
and or the Majlis Hisbah. 

3. The Amir delivers tarbiyah to members in order that they understand and practice the 
teachings of Islam. 

4. The Amir provides for and protects the members as well as paying attention to their 
safety. 

5. The Amir implements that from the Shari c ah of Islam that it is already possible to be 
carried out. 

6. The Amir appoints temporary functionaries whenever there are obstacles for those 
who (normally) carry out those duties. 

Section 10 

The tenure of the Amir ceases (finishes, ends) because of: 

a. Death. 

b. And or defined as incompetent (through sickness or enfeeble ment). 

c. And or dismissed by the Majlis Shur 3 a after there has emerged and is clearly 
apparent proof of the practice of kufr (disbelief) (kufran bawahan - open disbelief). 

d. Proven to have been subject to outside pressure to the point whereby he is too weak 
to manage the jama c ah in accordance with the intentions of Shari c ah.

MAJALIS QIYADAH 
(COMMAND COUNCILS) 

Section 11 

1. Members of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah are elected and appointed by the Amir. 

2. The Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah is from the members of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MarkazTyah. 

3. The members of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah are elected and appointed by the 
Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with the approval of the Amir. 

4. The Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah is elected and appointed by the Qa c id of 
the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with the approval of the Amir. 

5. The members of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah are elected and appointed by the 
Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah with the approval of the Qa c id of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 

Section 12 

1. The Majalis Qiyadah constitute the Amir's assistants within the implementation of 
managerial duties in accordance with each of their authoritative and functional 
levels. 

2. The Majalis Qiyadah beneath Qiyadah MarkazTyah have the right to make decisions 
viewed to be in accordance with each of their authoritative and functional levels. 

3. The Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah issues ordinances in order to ensure the fluidity of 
the jama c ah's management. 

Section 13 

1. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or dismissal by the Amir. 

2. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with 
the approval of the Amir. 

3. The Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with 
the approval of the Amir. 
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4. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah with 
the approval of the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 

Section 14 

The procedure for changing the Majalis Qiyadah and of its embodiment has not yet had 
its ordinances specified and will be set in its arrangement. 

CHAPTER VI 
MAJLIS SHUR J A 
(CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL) 

Section 15 

1. The members of the Majlis Shur 3 a are composed from the Dhu- C llmln (possessors of 
knowledge), the Dhu-Malin (possessors of wealth), the Dhu-Shawqatln (possessors 
of yearning/desire) and those individuals who possess expertise within specific 
members from within the jama c ah. 

2. The members of the Majlis Shur 3 a are appointed by the Amir. 

3. The members of the Majlis Shur 3 a number 7 people who consist of: 

a. 3 (three) people who are assigned by the Amir. 

b. 4 (four) people who are nominated by the Qa c id of the Mantiqah (region). 

4. The Rais (head) of the Majlis Shur 3 a is appointed by the Amir upon the basis of the 
consensus of the members of the Majlis Shur'a. 

Section 16 

1. The Majlis Shur 3 a is appointed and dismissed by the Amir. 

2. The Majlis Shur 3 a drafts changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy and the drafting of edicts. 

3. The Majlis Shur 3 a has the right to put forward proposals relating to the management 
of the jama c ah. 

4. The Majlis Shur 3 a arranges a global evaluation for the management of the jama c ah. 
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Section 17 

Members of the Majlis Shur 3 a have their tenure terminated because of death, legitimately 
defined as enfeebled or dismissal by the Amir. 



CHAPTER VII 
MAJLIS FATWA 
(LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL) 
Section 18 

1. Members of the Majlis Fatwa are composed of members from within the jama c ah 
who are Dhu- c IlmTn and who steadfastly hold to Al Qur 3 an and As Sunnah. 

2. Members of the Majlis Fatwa are elected and appointed by the Amir. 

3. Members of the Majlis Fatwa number a minimum of three people. 



Section 19 

1. The Majlis Fatwa strengthens and posits the decisions of the Amir. 

2. The Majlis Fatwa is obligated to submit answers to the questions of the Amir and has 
the right to submit proposals to the Amir. 



Section 20 

The termsof the members of the Majlis Fatwa ends because of death, legitimately defined 
as enfeebled or dismissal by the Amir. 



Section 21

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CHAPTER VIII 
MAJLIS HISBAH 
(DECISION COUNCIL) 
Section 22 

1. The Rais and members of the Majlis Hisbah are elected and appointed by the Amir 
from amongst the members of the jama c ah. 

2. The members of the Majlis Hisbah number a minimum of three people. 

Section 23 

The Majlis Hisbah performs control functions towards the Amir and his assistants as 
well as for all of the jama c ah's members in connection with the management of the 
jama 'ah and individual actions. 

The Majlis Hisbah suggests to the Amir about the form of sanctions and discipline 
concerning violations carried out by the Amir's assistants as well as the jama c ah's 
members in connection with management of the jama c ah and individual actions. 
The Majlis Hisbah forms a court if the violation was carried out by the Amir. 
Concerning issues of violation by the Amir that must be prevented, the Majlis 
Hisbah requests that the Majlis Shur 3 a holds a special session in order to stop the 
Amir. 

Section 24 

The tenure of members of the Majlis Hisbah are terminated because of death, legitimately 
defined as enfeebled or dismissal by the Amir.

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CHAPTER IX 
MUSHAWARAH 
(CONSULTATION) 
Section 25 

1. A comprehensive mushawarah, comprising Majlis Shur 3 a, Majalis Qiyadah 
MarkazTyah and Majlis Hisbah respectively, is held approximately once a year and is 
at attended by the Amir or a person designated by him. 

2. A mushawarah of the Majlis Shur 3 a or the Majlis Hisbah is able to be held at any 
time upon request from a third of the members of those respective majalis. 

Section 26 

A mushawarah of the Majlis Fatwa is held approximately every three months and is 
attended by the Amir or a person designated by him. 

Section 27 

A mushawarah of the Majalis Qiyadah below the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah is 
governed by the respective qa c id. 

Section 28 

1. Those mushawarat are determined to be sound whenever they are attended by at least 
two thirds of the number of the respective majalis. 

2. Whenever a quorum of two thirds cannot be achieved then it is postponed for a 
period of seven days. 

3. Whenever, after having once postponed the quorum because an attendance of two 
thirds was not met, then the mushawarah will be continued by the number of 
mushawarah members who attend. 

4. In an emergency the Amir and or the members of the majlis assisting the Amir may 
take the initiative to hold a mushawarah that could possibly be carried out. 

5. The decision of the mushawarah is held to be sound whenever it is approved by the 
majority vote. 
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6. In connection with the mushawarah of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah, their 
decisions are held to be sound and besides that, having already been approved by the 
majority, they must have obtained the approval of the Amir. 

7. Whenever a difference occurs between the opinion of the majority and the opinion of 
the Amir, then the decision is given to the opinion of the Amir. 

Section 29 

A mushawarah attended by the Amir and all assistants of the Amir from the majalis is 
held at any time if deemed necessary. 

CHAPTER X 
MEMBERSHIP 

Section 30 

Anyone may become a member of the jama c ah provided that: 

a. 'His' religion is Islam and 'his' c aqTdah is as (that of) As-Salafus-Salih and 'he' is 
prepared to carry out c ibadah that is free from bid c ah (innovation within c ibadah) and 
khurafat (superstition). 

b. 'He' understands the teachings of Allah and His Messenger M about jama c ah. 

c. 'He' understands and is able to accept Usulul Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen. 

d. 'He' undertakes mubaya c ah (pledge of allegiance - makes a bai c at) directly with the 
Amir of the jama c ah or by means of a letter, or towards a person appointed by him. 

e. Must be mature (after puberty) 

f. After going through the stages of tamhls (selection through examination). 

Section 31 

Obligations of a member of the jama c ah: 

a. As-Sam c a wa't-Ta c at (hear and obey) to the Amir according to one's capabilities 
within matters that are not immoral. 

b. Obey the regulations of the jama c ah. 

c. Request permission from the Amir and/or the respective mas 3 ul (responsible leader) 
for those who are duty bound in the jama c ah's endeavors when there are elderly. 

d. Not to undertake anything that will effect and disadvantage the jama c ah. 

e. Assist the Amir when he is right and rectify him when he makes a mistake.

f. Support and protect the Amir. 

g. Mutually support and protect fellow members. 

Section 32 

The rights of Jama c ah members: 

a. To receive guidance in the understanding and practice of Islam's teachings. 

b. To receive attention towards their social welfare. 

c. To confer views, suggestions and corrections to the management of the jama c ah at 
the various levels. 

d. To be elected and appointed as a mas 3 ul and or mudabbir (leader). 

e. To be protected by the jama c ah. 

Section 33 

Membership no longer exists if membership requirements are not met. 

CHAPTER XI 
FINANCES 

Section 34 

The source of the jama c ah's finance is infaq, sadaqah, zakat, halal sources as well as 
other sources that are acceptable on the basis of ijtihad (independent judgement). 

Section 35 

The budget of and for the jama c ah is fixed every year by the mushawarah of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MarkazTyah and followed by the Majlis Shur 3 a, the Majlis Fatwa as well as the 
Majlis Hisbah. 

Section 36 

1. The regulations for financial sharing arrangements between the marakiz (sing. 
Markaz - office, post, branch) and all levels and ranks below them are arranged 
within the regulations. 
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2. The financial sources and property as well as their regulations that have not been 
arranged or set in previous sections, are stipulated in notices. 

CHAPTER XII 
ECONOMY 
Section 37 

Matters that are connected with economic issues will be arranged within regulations. 

CHAPTER XIII 
EDUCATION 

Section 38 

Matters that are connected with educational issues will be arranged within regulations. 

CHAPTER XIV 
RELATIONSHIPS 

Section 39 

1. Relations between the majalis of the Amir's auxiliaries may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Amir. 

2. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Amir. 

3. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 

4. Relations between management groups below the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah are 
regulated by a mushawarah between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah. 

5. Relations between members are regulated by the discretion of the various mas 3 ul of 
those members. 
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Section 40 

1. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah and the Amir, and or the Majalis 
that assist the Amir may be carried out by means of or with the knowledge of the 
Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. Relations between the Qa c id of the 
Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah and the Amir and or the Majalis that assist the Amir may 
only be carried out with the permission of the Qa c id of the Majalis Qiyadah 
MantiqTyah. 

2. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah and the Qa c id and or the members 
of the Majalis Qiyadah above them may be carried out by means of or with the 
knowledge of the Qa c id from the various levels. 

Section 41 

1. Relations between other Islamic Jama c at which possess the same principles and 
purposes, are on the basis of mutual brotherhood, mutual cooperation and mutual 
respect. 

2. All of the Qa c id may have relations with Jama c at and other institutions with the 
permission of the Amir. 

3. Each member of the jama c ah may have relations with parties outside of the jama c ah, 
which impact upon the jama c ah, with the permission of the Amir. 

4. Each member of the jama c ah may give speeches towards parties outside of the 
jama c ah with the knowledge of the relevant Qa c id and it is obligatory to deliver 
reports to those Qa c id. 

CHAPTER XV 
CHANGES AND ADDITIONS 

Section 42 

1. A mushawarah in order to draft changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy must be attended by 
at least two thirds of the number of members of the Majlis Shur 3 a. 

2. Drafting changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy are deemed to have fulfilled the 
requirements for proposal to the Amir if approved by more than half of the Majlis 
Shur 3 a. 

3. Drafting changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy are deemed to be sound (valid) as new An- 
Nizam Al Asasiy whenever approved by the Amir. 
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Section 43 

An-Nizam Al Asasiy will be implemented gradually in accordance with the prevalent 
conditions.

1. An-Nizam Al Asasiy are presented as one of the managerial platforms (foundations) 
in order to realize (achieve) the jama c ah within the framework of Iqamatid-Deen. 

2. An-Nizam Al Asasiy consists of the muqaddimah (introduction), the main body and 
explanations. 

3. The muqaddimah contains the formulative definition of 'mankinds" life principles 
and the composition of the obligations of Iqamatid-Deen within a jama c ah. 

4. The main body of An-Nizam Al Asasiy consists of 15 chapters and 43 sections 
about: 

The identity and characteristics of the Jama°ah. 
TanzTm and Imarah. 

Broadly outlined devices and working mechanisms. 
Changes and additions. 

5. If there are differences of understanding within An-Nizam Al Asasiy, then what acts 
as the point of reference is An-Nizam Al Asasiy validated on the 24 th of Rajab 1416 
H/17 th of December 1995 M.

He who strove 
against them with his hand was a believer: he who strove against them 
with his tongue was a believer, and he who strove against them with his 
heart was a believer and beyond that there is no faith even to the extent of 
a mustard seed". Abu Raff said: "I narrated this hadlth to 'Abdullah bin 
'Umar; he contradicted me. There happened to come Abdullah bin 
Mas 'iid who stayed at Qanat, and ' Abdullah bin € Umar wanted me to 
accompany him for visiting him (as 'Abdullah bin Mas c ud was ailing), so I 
went along with him and as we sat (before him) I asked Ibn Mas c ud about 
this hadlth. He narrated it in the same way as I narrated it to Ibn 'Umar. 

And the hadlth of Abu Bakr ibn Ishdq bin Muhammad who realted that Ibn 
Abl Maryam who told us that Abdul- Aziz bin Muhammad said: Al Harith 
bin Al Fadll Al Khatami from Ja'far bin 'Abdullah bin Al Hakam from 
c Abdur-Rahman bin Mukhrimah fronm Abl Rafi' freed slave of the Prophet 
from Abdullah bin Mas ud who observed: "Never was there one among 
the prophets who had had not disciples who followed his direction and 
followed his ways. The remaining part of the hadlth is like that as narrated 
by Salih but the arrival of Ibn Mas'ud and the meeting of Ibn 'Umar with 
him is not mentioned. 36

Imam Ahmad said: Narrated Abu Nuh who told us from c Akramah bin 
c Ammar who said Samak Al Hanafi Abu Zamll, who said Abu L Abbas said 
that c Umar bin K hat tab 4» said: When it was the day on which the Battle of 
Badr was fought, the Messenger of Allah M cast a glance at the infidels, 
and they were one thousand while his own companions were three hundred 
and nineteen. The Holy Prophet # turned (his face) towards the Qiblah 
then he stretched his hands and began his supplication to his Lord: "0 
Allah, accomplish for me what Thou hast promised to me. 0 Allah, bring 
about what Thou hast promised to me. 0 Allah, if this small band of 
Muslims is destroyed. Thou will not be worshipped on this earth. " He 
continued his supplication to his Lord, stretching his hands, facing the 
Qiblah, until his mantle slipped down from his shoulders. So Abu Bakr 
came to him, picked up his mantle and put it on his shoulders. Then he 
embraced him from behind and said: "Prophet of Allah, this prayer of 
yours to your Lord will suffice you, and He will fulfill for you what He has 
promised you. " So Allah, the Glorious and Exalted, revealed ( the Quranic 
verse): "When ye appealed to your Lord for help, He responded to your 
call (saying): I will help you with one thousand angels coming in 
succession. " So Allah helped him with angels. Abu Zumail said that the 
hadlth was narrated to him by Ibn ' Abbas who said: "While on that day a 
Muslim was chasing a disbeliever who was going ahead of him, he heard 
over him the swishing of the whip and the voice of the rider saying: Go 
ahead, Haizi c m! He glanced at the polytheist who had (now) fallen down 
on his back. When he looked at him (carefully he found that) there was a 
scar on his nose and his face was torn as if it had been lashed with a whip, 
and had turned green with its poison. An Ansdri came to the Messenger of 
Allah M and related this ( event) to him. He said: You have told the truth. 
This was the help from the third heaven. The Muslims that day (i.e. the day 
of the Battle of Badr) killed seventy persons and captured seventy. The 
Messenger of Allah # said to Abu Bakr and c Umar "What is your 
opinion about these captives?" Abu Bakr said: "They are our kith and kin. 
I think you should release them after getting from them a ransom. This will 
be a source of strength to us against the infidels. It is quite possible that 
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Allah may guide them to Islam. " Then the Messenger of Allah # said: 
"What is your opinion. Ibn Khattab?" He said: "Messenger of Allah. I do 
not hold the same opinion as Abu Bakr. I am of the opinion that you should 
hand them over to us so that we may cut off their heads. Hand over c Aqil to 
c AlT that he may cut off his head, and hand over such and such relative to 
me that I may but off his head. They are leaders of the disbelievers and 
veterans among them. " The Messenger of Allah M approved the opinion of 
Abu Bakr and did not approve what I said. The next day when I came to 
the Messenger of Allah M I found that both he and Abu Bakr were sitting 
shedding tears. I said: "Messenger of Allah, why are you and your 
companion shedding tears? Tell me the reason. For I will weep at it, if not, 
I will at least pretend to weep in sympathy with you. " The Messenger of 
Allah M said: "I weep for what has happened to your companions for 
taking ransom {from the prisoners). I was shown the torture to which they 
were subjected. It was brought to me as close as this tree. (He pointed to a 
tree close to him.) Then Allah revealed the verse: "It is not befitting for a 
prophet that he should take prisoners until the force of the disbelievers has 
been crushed... " to the end of the verse: "...so eat ye the spoils of war, (it 
is) lawful and pure. So Allah made booty lawful for them. " 7

Verily! In the creation of the heavens and the earth, and in the alternation 
of night and day, there are indeed signs for 3 Ulul Al Bab (men of 
understanding).

And the example of one who associates with Allah is like a man 
who bought a slave with his pure earnings of gold or silver and said to 
him, 'This is my house and this is my business. So take up this occupation 
and pay me what you earn) He works but pays another than his master. So, 
which of you will be pleased to have a slave like that? (2) And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. (3) And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude 
is of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. (4) And I 
command you to give sadaqah. Its similtude is like that of a man who is 
imprisoned by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be 
executed. He offers, 7 pay ransom to you the little or much, and he 
ransoms himself from them, (5) And, I command you that you remember 
Allah. The similitude for that is like a man whose enemy may pursue him in 
haste while he comes to a strong fort and protects himself from them. So is 
the man whom nothing protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of 
Allah. " The Prophet ( M) said. "And I command you with five commands 
with which Allah has commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage 
jihad, to make hijrah (migration) and to attach to the main body of Muslim 
s, for, he who separates from the main body even by a span takes out the 
rope of Islam from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who invites 
people to the evils of jahillyah is fuel of Hell. " Someone asked, "O 
Messenger of Allah (M), even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, 
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"Even if he offered salah and fasted. So invite to Allah who named you 
Muslim 's, believers and slaves of Allah. "

Narrated Abu Khaithamah, Zuhair bin Harb and KT c un, from Kahmas, 
from c Abdillah bin Buraidah, from Yahya bin Ya 'mar, and narrated 
c Ubaidullah bin Mu L adh Al c AnbarT, and this is his saying - narrated Abi, 
narrated Kahmas, from Abi Buraidah, from Yahya bin Ya 'mar that the first 
man who discussed about Qadr (Divine Decree) in Basrah was Ma c bad Al 
Juharii. I along with Humaid bin. Abdur-Rahmdn Himyari set out for 

prilgrimage or for ' Umrah and said'. "Should it so happen that we come 

into contact with one of the Companions of the Messenger of Allah Jf we 
shall ask him about what is talked about TaqdTr (Division Decree). 
Accidentally we came across ' Abdullah ibn c Umar ibn Al-Khattab, while 
he was entering the mosque. My companion and I surrounded him. One of 
us (stood) on his right and the other stood on his left. I expected that my 
companion would authorize me to speak. I therefore said: "Abu c Abdur 
Rahman! There have appeared some people in our land who recite the 
Qur J an and pursue knowledge ". And then after talking about their affairs, 
added: "They (such people) claim that there is no such thing as Aqdar 
(Divine Decree) and events are not predestined". He ( c Abdullah ibn 
c Umar) said: "When you happen to meet such people tell them that I have 
nothing to do with them and they have nothing to do with me. And verily 
they are in no way responsible for my (belief)." 'Abdullah ibn c Umar 
swore by Him ( the Lord) ( and said): "If any one of them ( who does not 
believe in the Divine Decree) had with him gold equal to the bulk of (the 
mountain) Uhud and then, it (in the way of Allah), Allah would not accept 
it unless he affirmed his faith in Divine Decree". He further said: "My 
father, c Umar ibn al-Khattab, told me: "One day we were sitting in the 
company of Allah's Messenger M when there appeared before us a man 
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dressed in pure white clothes, his hair extraordinarily black. There were 
no signs of travel on him. None amongst us recognized him. At last he sat 
with the Messenger M He knelt before him placed his palms on his thighs 
and said: Muhammad, inform me about al-Islam. The Messenger of Allah 
Msaid: "Al-Islam implies that you testify that there is no god but Allah and 
that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, and you establish prayer, pay 
Zakat, observe the fast of Ramadan, and perform pilgrimage to the 
(House) if you are solvent enough (to bear the expense of) the journey". 
He (the inquirer) said: "You have told the truth". He ( c Umar ibn al- 
Khattab) said: "It amazed us that he would put the question and then he 
would himself verify the truth". He (the inquirer) said: "Inform me about 
Imdn (faith)". He (the Holy Prophet) replied: "That you affirm your faith 
in Allah, in His Angels, in His Books, in His Messengerss, in the Day of 
Judgment, and you affirm your faith in the Divine Decree about good and 
evil". He (the inquirer) said: "You have told the truth". He (the inquirer) 
again said: "Inform me about al-Ihsdn (performance of good deeds)". He 
(the Holy Prophet) said: "That you worship Allah as if you are seeing 
Him, for though you don 't see Him, He, verily, sees you ". He ( the enquirer) 
again said: "Inform me about the hour (of the Doom"). He (the Holy 
Prophet) remarked: "One who is asked knows no more than the one who is 
inquiring (about it)".

He then, said to me: 'Umar, do you know who this inquirer 
was? I replied: Allah and His Messenger knows best. He (the Holy 
Prophet) remarked: 'He was Gabriel (the angel). He came to you in order 
to instruct you in matters of the Deen. 

It is narrated on the authority of Yadyd bin Ya c mur that when Ma c bad 
discussed the problem pertaining to Divine Decree, we refuted that. He 

( the narrator) said'. "I and Humaid bin c Abdur-Rahman HimyarT argued". 

And they carried on the conversation about the purport of the hadith 
related by Kahmas and its chain of transmission too. And there is some 
variation of words. 
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It is narrated on the authority of Yahya bin Ya c mur and Humaid bin 

'Abdur-Rahman that they said'. "We met 'Abdullah bin c Umar and we 

discussed about the Divine Decree, and what they talked about it and he 
narrated the hadTth that has been transmitted by c Umar 4h from the 
Messenger M ".

(2) And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. (3) And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude 
is of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. (4) And I 
command you to give sadaqah. Its similtude is like that of a man who is 
imprisoned by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be 
executed. He offers, 7 pay ransom to you the little or much, and he 
ransoms himself from them, (5) And, I command you that you remember 
Allah. The similitude for that is like a man whose enemy may pursue him in 
haste while he comes to a strong fort and protects himself from them. So is 
the man whom nothing protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of 
Allah. " The Prophet ( M) said. "And I command you with five commands 
with which Allah has commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage 
jihad, to make hijrah (migration) and to attach to the main body of 
Muslims, for, he who separates from the main body even by a span takes 
out the rope of Islam from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who 
invites people to the evils of jahiliyah is fuel of Hell." Someone asked, "O 
Messenger of Allah (M), even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, 
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"Even if he offered salah and fasted. So invite to Allah who named you 
Muslim's, believers and slaves of Allah. "

I command you with offering 
Salat because Allah M erect His Face before the face of His Servant as 
long as the servant does not look right or left, so when you offer Salat, do 
not look right or left. I command you with fasting, the likeness of that is 
like a man who has a bundle of musk among a group of people where all of 
them can find the smell of musk. Indeed, the bad smell of a fasting person 
is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk. I command you with 
charity, and the likeness of that is like a man captured by enemy who tied 
his hands to his neck and advanced him to be killed. Thereupon, he said: is 
there something I can do to ransom my life from you? He kept on 
ransoming himself from them by little and much until he could ransom 
himself. I command you to mention Allah M frequently; the likeness of that 
is like a man after whom the enemy were running, but he entered a fortified 
fort to save himself. A servant is more secure from Satan when e mentions 
the name of Allah M. He (the narrator) said: The Messenger of Allah M 
said: "As for me, I command you with five things that Allah commanded 
me with: To be with Muslim group, to listen (to the orders), to obey (your 
leaders), to migrate, and to fight in the cause of Allah. He who abandons 
the Muslim group even for a hand-span, he will not be a Muslim until he 
comes back to Islam. And whoever does an act from the Pre-Islamic period 
will be from the people of Hell".

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DEVELOPMENT OF HIJRAH 

I. UNDERSTANDING OF HIJRAH 
1. Ta c rIfHijrah. 

a. Linguistically: 

Termination or transfer - S^Al — Uj^* - - 

Its opposite is connection - Jv_jJl -u> y> 

b. Technically: 

Hijrah: To relocate/transfer from one place to another place. 
Meaning: To leave the first in order to prioritize the second. 
Or: To transfer from 'Darul Harb' to 'Darul Islam' 

c. According to Ibnul c Arabiy, the ''ulama 3 have divided travelling 
(departure) signifying (in the sense of) harb as 6, that is: 

i. Hijrah. That is out from 'Darul Harbiy' to 'Darul Islam'. This has 
taken place since the time of the Prophet M (and will continue) 
until the Day of Resurrection and its legality is obligatory. At the 
time of the Prophet M it was to relocate/transfer from Makkah to 
Madinah. 

ii. To go out from a nation that has/maintains much bid c ah. 

When that which is immoral is seen, and it is unable to be 
removed or suppressed, then step aside (get out). 

And when you see those who engage in a false conversation about Our 
Ayat by mocking at them, stay away from them till they turn to another 
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topic. And if Shaitdn (Satan) causes you to forget, then after the 
remembrance sit not you in the company of those people who are the 
Zdlimun (polytheists and wrong -doers, etc.). 119 

iii. To go out from a nation whose majority of 'ma c Tshah (livelihood)' 
is 'haram'. By law it is obligatory for a Muslim to seek out 
fortune/livelihood that is halal. 

iv. Flee from physical torture/torment. 

During the time of the Messenger of Allah S at one time in 
Madinah it was extremely hot and many were sick. The Messenger 
of Allah gave permission to go out from Madinah until better 
weather returned. 

v. Flee from tyranny of wealth. The preciousness of the wealth of a 
Muslim is like the preciousness of 'his-self. 

2. Understanding the Development of Hijrah. 

a. The development of Hijrah is the endeavors, the activities, and measures 
that direct the members of the jama c ah into becoming Muhajir ilallahi wa 
rasulihi (emigrants to Allah and His Messenger). 

b. Within the framework of Iqamatud-deen, hijrah is directed towards the 
preparation of strength as a form of Fdad (preparation) for Iqamatud- 
Deen.

/f was narrated to us from Muhammad bin Isma c Tl who narrated from 
Musa bin Isma c Tl who narrated from Aban bin Yazid who narrated from 
Yahya bin Abi KathTr from Zaid bin Salam from the father of Salam who 
narrated from Al Hdrith Al Ashfari who narrated that the Prophet M said:

He said to them, "Allah has commanded me with five 
commands that I should abide by them and command you to abide by them. 
The first of them is that you worship Allah and associate not anything with 
Him. And the example of one who associates with Allah is like a man who 
bought a slave with his pure earnings of gold or silver and said to him, 
'This is my house and this is my business. So take up this occupation and 
pay me what you earn) He works but pays another than his master. So, 
which of you will be pleased to have a slave like that? And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude is 
of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. And I command 
you to give sadaqah. Its similitude is like that of a man who is imprisoned 
by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be executed. He 
offers, T pay ransom to you the little or much, and he ransoms himself 
from them, And, I command you that you remember Allah. The similitude 
for that is like a man whose enemy pursue him in haste while he comes to a 
strong fort and protects himself from them. So is the man whom nothing 
protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of Allah. " The Prophet M 
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said. "And I command you with firve commands with which Allah has 
commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage jihad, to make hijrah 
(migration) and to attach to the main body of Muslims, for, he who 
separates from the main body even by a span takes out the rope of Islam 
from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who invites people to the evils 
of jahiliyah is fuel of Hell." Someone asked, "O Messenger of Allah M, 
even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, "Even if he offered salah 
and fasted. So invite to Allah Who named you Muslims, believers and 
slaves of Allah. " Abu Tsa said that this is a hasan sahlh hadlth gharib and 
Muhammad bin Isma c Tl Al Harith Al J Ash c arT said this hadlth is 
unaccompanied: Muhammad bin Bashar said Abu Dawud At-TayalisT said 
that Aban bin YazTd said from Yahya bin Abi KathTr from Zaid bin Salam 
from AbT Salam from Al Harith Al "Ash c ari from the Prophet M said 
similar to Abu c Isa that this is hasan sahlh hadlth gharib and Abu Salam 
Al Habashi known as Mamtur and it was narrated by 'All bin Al Mubarak 
from Yahya bin AbiKatfur.

Narrated to us by Ibrahim bin Abi Al ' Abbas and Husain bin Muhammad 
who said it was narrated by c Abdur-Rahman bin Abi Az-Zanad from

Afterwards the Messenger of Allah M 
opened his face covering and turned his head but there was not one single 
soldier close to him except Mu c adh bin Jabal whom he (M) called and 
said: "O Mu c adh! " Mu c adh bin Jabal answered: 'Yes O Prophet of Allah'. 
The Messenger of Allah # said: "Come closer". He came closer until 
their rides were stuck together as one. The Messenger of Allah M said: "I 
did not think that the people were that far from us". Mu'ddh bin Jabal 
said: 'O Prophet of Allah! They are tired so much so that their rides have 
carried them and scattered, eating and travelling '. Then the Messenger of 
Allah # said: "I was tired earlier". When Mu'ddh bin Jabal heard this 
small tidbit from the Messenger of Allah Jr for him and only for the two of 
them, he asked: 'O Messenger of Allah 0 Grant me ask you about some 
words that make me sick and sadden me?" The Messenger of Allah Msaid: 
"What do you mean? " He said: 'O Prophet of Allah! Tell me of some act 
that will allow access to paradise, and I will not ask for anything else '. The 
Messenger of Allah M said: "Good, good, you ask of something noble". 
The Messenger of Allah M repeated three times: "It is easy for the one who 
has been granted ease and goodness by Allah, it is easy for the one who 
hopes for goodness by Allah and easy for the one who has received ease by 
Allah ". The Messenger of Allah Jf repeated as many as three times so that 
Mu c adh bin Jabal paid close attention. The Messenger of Allah M said: 
"You believe in Allah and the Last Day, establish salah, worship Allah 
alone and do not associate partners with Him with anything whatsoever 
and you are above that". Mu c adh bin Jabal said: 'Please repeat it O 
Prophet of Allah! ' The Messenger of Allah M repeated it again as many as 
three times and then said: "If you want, I will inform you O Mu c adh about 
the root of the matter, its pillar and its highest point. Mu'ddh bin Jabal 
said: 'You are more precious to me than my father and mother O Prophet 
of Allah! Relate it to me! ' The Messenger of Allah Jr said: "The root of 
this matter (foundation) is that you bear witness that there is no ilah (with

any right) besides Allah alone having no partners alongside Him and that 
Muhammad is His slave and Messenger; and its pillar (mainstay) is to 
establish (and maintain) saldh, discharge zakat and its highest point is 
jihad fee sabTlillah. And I have been commanded to fight against the 
people until they establish saldh, pay zakat and bear witness that there is 
none worthy of worship except Allah alone having no partners alongside 
Him and that Muhammad is the slave and Messenger of Allah. And if they 
do this, then their blood and property are secured except by the rights of 
Islam, and their accountability is left to Allah M".

He said: 'Yahya gathered 
the Children of Israel in Jerusalem until the Masjid was filled and people 
sat on the balconies of the Masjid'. He praised Allah then said: 'Allah 
commanded me to act according to five words and commanded you too to 
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act according to them. The first is to worship Allah and associate none 
with Him in worship. This example is like a man who bought a slave out of 
pure gold or silver, but that slave worked and the money he earned was 
given to other than his master, who would like that his slave is like that 
one?' Allah M created you and provided you sustenance, so worship Him 
and associate none with Him in worship. I command you with offering 
Saldt because Allah M erect His Face before the face of His Servant as 
long as the servant does not look right or left, so when you offer Saldt, do 
not look right or left. I command you with fasting, the likeness of that is 
like a man who has a bundle of musk among a group of people where all of 
them can find the smell of musk. Indeed, the bad smell of a fasting person 
is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk. I command you with 
charity, and the likeness of that is like a man captured by enemy who tied 
his hands to his neck and advanced him to be killed. Thereupon, he said: is 
there something I can do to ransom my life from you? He kept on 
ransoming himself from them by little and much until he could ransom 
himself. I command you to mention Allah M frequently; the likeness of that 
is like a man after whom the enemy were running, but he entered a fortified 
fort to save himself. A servant is more secure from Satan when e mentions 
the name of Allah M. He (the narrator) said: The Messenger of Allah M 
said: "As for me, I command you with five things that Allah commanded 
me with: To be with Muslim group, to listen (to the orders), to obey (your 
leaders), to migrate, and to fight in the cause of Allah. He who abandons 
the Muslim group even for a hand-span, he will not be a Muslim until he 
comes back to Islam. And whoever does an act from the Pre-Islamic period 
will be from the people of Hell". They said: 'O Messenger of Allah M even 
if that person offered Saldt and fasted (Ramadan)?' Thereupon, the 
Prophet Msaid: "Even if that person offered Saldt, fasted (Ramadan), and 
claimed to be a Muslim. So, call Muslims by their names which Allah M 
chose for them: Muslims, believers, and the servants of Allah M)". 138

And there were gathered before Sulaimdn (Solomon) his hosts ofjinns and 
men, and birds, and they all were set in battle order (marching forwards).

Conversely, the mustabdil rulers always endeavor aggressively to polarize the Deen 
of Islam by means of the configuration of their politics. These efforts by the 
mustabdil rulers are assisted by muballigh (conveyors of information), religious 
teachers and global scholars, and as a result of this, the perception of the Islamic 
community towards the Deen of Islam is grossly deviated from its true essence.

Within the course of the book's text, there are certain Arabic abbreviations used 
to signify common phrases within the course of Islamic texts and discussions. The most 
commonly encountered phrase within Islamic discussion is the eulogy found after 
mention of the Prophet Muhammad's name - ft. This transliterates as Sallallahu 'alaihi 
wa sallam meaning: Allah bless him and grant him salvation. 

Further phrases encountered within the course of this book are: 

& - radiy Allahu c anhum - May Allah be please with them 

A eulogy made after the mention of As-Sahabah - the Companions of the 
Prophet Muhammad S8. 

4t - radiy Allahu c anhu - May Allah be please with him 

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the male Companions of 
the Prophet Muhammad M-

- radiy Allahu c anha - May Allah be please with her 

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the wives of the Prophet 
Muhammad ^ or of a respected and esteemed woman during the lifetime of the 
Prophet Muhammad M-

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the Prophets, 
Messengers of Allah, and angels. 

Within the Arabic language, letters can also be classified as being either 'Sun 
letters' (Al Huruf ash-ShamsTya - ll~tl!T iijji-t), which assimilate with the T of the 

article 'Al', or 'Moon letters' (Al Huruf al QamarTya - %yM ^lijji-t), the remainder of the 
letters, which do not assimilate with the T of the article 'Al'. 



The 'Sun letters' are: 
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CJ, O, i, i, J, j, ^yff, J?, -U, Ji>, J, j. 

Within the course of this book, the T of the article 'Al' will not be maintained 
when the word begins with a sun letter. That is to say that when writing a word that 
begins with a 'Sun letter' preceded by the article 'Al', the T of the article, 'Al' will not 
be upheld. For example, rather than writing Al Huruf al ShamsTya (as it appears when 
written) it will be written Al Hurtif ash-ShamsIya as it sounds when spoken. A hyphen 
will also be placed between the two assimilated letters. This will be the case with all 
examples of 'Sun letters' except when it is as otherwise e.g., within part of the cited text 
of another author.

Thus a ruler over 
mankind, he is a guardian for them and he will be asked about his 
responsibility over his community. A man (husband) is a guardian over his 
family and he will be asked about his responsibility. A woman (wife) is a 
guardian for the house of her husband and she will be asked about her 
responsibility. And a slave is a guardian over his masters wealth, and he 
will be asked about his responsibility. Know that, all of you are guardians 
and every one of you will be asked about your responsibility".

(The Messenger of 
Allah Jf) said: "Then Yahya gathered together the Bam Israeli at the 
Baitul Maqdis, until that masjid became full, and he sat at the place of the 
Imam, praised Allah and said, Allah M has commanded me to practice 
five provisos and for all of you to implement and practice them. The first is 
that you all worship Allah and do not ally (partner) Him with anything 
whatsoever. An example of that matter is as if a person who bought a slave 
from his wealth with an amount of money or from gold, but unfortunately 
that slave worked for another master, so who would feel at ease with such 
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a situation ? Indeed Allah M has created all of you, bestowed blessings 
upon all of you, so worship Him and don't let it be that you associate any 
partners whatsoever with Him. I command all of you to perform saldh. 
Indeed Allah M presents His face towards the face of His slave as long as 
he does not turn away. If all of you perform saldh, do not turn away. I 
command all of you to perform fasting, and an example of that is like a 
person who carries a bottle of perfume to a group of people all of whom 
sense its aroma. The smell of a person's breath who is fasting is more 
aromatic to Allah than the aroma of musk. I command you all to perform 
sadaqah. Indeed an example of that is of a person who is taken prisoner by 
the enemy, then both his hands are strapped to his neck and he is lain out 
before them to be killed. Then he endeavors to deal with them. 'How about 
if I pay a ransom to you to be freed?' So he frees himself by means of 
something small or large until he frees himself. I command you all to 
perfrom dhikr (remembrance) in abundance towards Allah M. An example 
of that is in the way of a person whose enemy is quickly pursuing him and 
then he arrives at a sturdy fort, and the fortress becomes a place of safety. 
Indeed a slave will be more able to safeguard himself from Satan if he is in 
a state of performing dhikr towards Allah M". (Al Hdrith Al Ashfari) said, 
'Then the Messenger of Allah n said: "I command all of you with five 
matters that Allah has commanded to me: jama c ah, sam c i, ta c at, hijrah, 
and jihad fi sabilillah. Whomsoever leaves the jama c ah by so much as a 
yard, then he has relinquished the agreement of Islam from his neck until 
he returns.
